The Construction Industry 


“The unemployment conference at 
Washington may be accomplishing some 
good, in the way of publicity, even if it 
has thus far failed to suggest any dis- 
tinct or tangible plan to relieve the sit- 
uation. Its committee on the construc- 
tion industries, operating manifestly on 
a plan favorable to the employ ees in this 
industry, and insisting in its report that 
“the employer should not era the 
wege of his workmen to go below that 
point at which it not only provides suffi- 
cient to take care of the necessities of 
life, but also. enough to.enable the family 
to ‘educate the children. properly, to 
provide resonable comforts end con- 
veniences, and to permit systematic 
savings,” has nevertheless put its finger 
on the prime cause of paralysis, in 
exposing the evil of the ‘jurisdictional 
claims” of the workers. These are the 
complicated system. of allotment of 
work to. the various branches of arti- 
sans, under which there is always sure to 
be more pulling and hauling of interest 
and waste of effort than there is of ac- 
tual attention to the work of building. 

Mr. Gompers tells the conference that 
the. elimination of jurisdictional claims 
is “‘only a pious wish.” In other words, 
he would have the construction industry 
carry these clainis permanently os a sort 


” | of over-head charge. This indicates very 


little disposition on his part, or that of 
the unions whom he is supposed to rep- 
resent, to go to the heart of the difficulty. 
If this is a “‘pious wish,” it would be 
highly desirable if the workers would 
have a few more and quite earnest pious 
wishes, and help to realize them in 
practice. 

Asa matter of fact, there can probably 
be no substantial and enduring revival 
of the construction industries until the 
workers are willing to accept an eco- 
nomic wage. ‘That issue cannot be ar- 
gued away by the unemployment con- 
ference or anyone else: The industry 
cannot be carried on without the organi- 
zation of capital, and capital is no more 
willing than artisans are to work at a 
dead loss. If the two’ sides cannot get 
together understandingly and amicably, 
the present condition, which represents 
an enormous and most hurtful shortage 
of construction, and which leaves two 
million people unemployed,’ will prob- 
ably have. to-continue indefinitely. —

Miss -Helen Fraser to Lecture’ in 
Andover 


Miss Helen Fraser, England’s fore- 
most woman orator, who lectured on 
‘*Woman and the War” to an audience 
that taxed the capacity of Davis Hall in 
1917, will return to Andover, and will 
speak again ix Davis Hall, Abbot Acad- 
emy, on Friday, October 21, at 8.15 p.m. 
Her subject will be “America and Eng- 
land,” which she is well fitted to dis- 
cuss, both because of her personal 
touch with both countries and her gift 
for grasping significant facts, and because 
of her membership in the British In- 
stitute of International Affairs and in 
the Women’s Committee of the English- 
Speaking Union. Miss Fraser is in- 
terested in the election to Parliament of 
More women members, and will her- 
self contest a seat at the next General 
Election. It is hoped that an audience 
as large as that of four years ago will be 
present to enjoy her lecture on October 
21. There will be an admission charge 
of fifty cents. 

Mr. William Webster Ellsworth’s 
lecture on ‘“‘Captain John Smith and 
Old Virginia,”” which was given .at 
Abbot Academy on Monday evening, 
was thoroughly delightful. Mr. Ells- 
worth has a way of assembling and pre- 
senting material and illustration that 
gives a rare flavor to his lectures.
